In 1899, Henry MacCracken, Chancellor of New York 
University, evolved the idea of a memorial for penne 
Americans. (The project was financed by Mrs. Finley J. 
Shepard; the noted architect Stanford White designed 
the basic structure.) 

The Hall of Fame actually is not a hall -- it is a 
graceful, curving colonnade, about 630 feet long. It 
is open to the air except for a double row of simple 
classic columns resting on top of low walls on either 
side of a pathway. Resting on top of the double row of 
columns is a tile roof over the pathway. Between the 
columns are placed the sculptured bronze busts of the 
Americans honored there. Beneath each, on the wall, is 
a bronze plaque, bearing the individual's name and a 
quotation of some of his or her& noteworthy words. 

The spirit of The Hall of Fame is reflected in the 
following lines from the Old Testament: “Let us now 
praise famous men, by whom the Lord hath wrought great 
LORY chk aes All these were honored in their generations, 
and were the glory of their times..... 
As those words salute the great Americans honored there, 


so composer Stan Jones has written a Salute to the Hall 


of Fame, reflecting the spirit of 1776 that created our 


nation of Americans.

Those were the days of which Thomas Paine Wrote, after 
the defeat at Fort Washingtong Paine, who was a volun- 
teer in the American army, sat by an army campfire and, 
by its flickering light, using a drum-head for a desk, 
he wrote these words, as General Washington's footsore 
and weary troops retreated across New Jersey: 

"These are the times that try men's souls. The summer 
soldier and the sunshine patriot will, in this crisis, 
shrink from the service of their country; but he that 
stands it now, deserves the love and thanks of man and 
woman....the harder the conflict, the more glorious the 
victory." 

Little did Tom Paine dream, when he wrote those words, 
that one day, where the British army had stood, would 
rise a Hall of Fame and that he would be one of the 
Americans honored there. At the dedication of The Hall 
of Fame on Memorial Day, 1901, Chancellor Henry Mac- 


Cracken of New York University, who conceived the idea 


of this shrine, said: 
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JOHN: "This summit, lost to the invaders in 1776, is now 
retaken by the goodly troop of 'Great Americans, 
General Washington their leader. They enter into 
possession of these heights and are destined to hold 
them, we trust, forever." 

VANNIE At that dedication in 1901, patriotic airs including 
Yankee Doodle, Hail, Columbia, Dixie and The Battle 
Hymn of the Republic were played; and, also heard was 
dohn Philip Sousa's march Hadid to the Spirit of 
Liberty.
